I'he military Intelligence section of the 932d Sep AAA Bn was 
composed of one officer ( sr It), one NCO, and six privates 
(two reconnaissance men, two telephone men, and two radiomen) . 
The mission of this section was to conduct observation for 
hostile aircraft and to identify aircraft; the men of the 
section were called "Razvedchikl" (reconnaissance men) . This 
section had no liaison with VNOS (air raid warning service) or 
MGp/lyiVD. It was directly subordinate to the chief of staff.

A special detachment of the Eighth Gds Army in Weimar censored 
all the mall for units of the Eighth Gds Army.

It Is prohibited to write letters containing military 
Information such as unit Identifications or locations, branch 
of service, and training schedules. By usage and custom, 
and perhaps discretion, the usual letters of Soviet personnel 
were limited to the following: "Am getting along fine. The 
food and life here are good. I am In excellent health." 


Letters which violated censorship directives were returned 
to the sender's unit commander for action. He would issue 
a warning for a first offense, unless It was a very serious 
violation, but a recurrence could net the offender 20 days, 
in the guardhouse or a court-martial.
